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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District,  a large  portion  of  which  lies  in  the  beautiful 
Vale  of  Teify,  covers  an  area  of  82,842  acres,  and  extends  from  Cenarth  in  the  north 
west  to  Llanycrwys  in  the  east.  The  district  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes,  viz  :- 
Cenarth,  Llangeler,  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth,  Llanllwni,  Llanfihangel  Rhos-y-Corn, 
Llanybyther,  Llanycrwys  and  Pencarreg.  As  expected  in  a rural  area  of  this  nature 
farming  is  the  basic  industry,  with  the  emphasis  on  dairy  farming. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- General  for  1967 
is  8,120. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following  two  Registration 
Sub- Districts  : — 

Cenarth 

Llanybyther 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £130,392,  the  sum  represented  by  a Penny  Rate 
£505  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the 
Rate  Book  is  3,020.

On  the  30th  November  and  1st  December  a Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service  visited  the  area  and  carried  out  a survey  amongst  the  general  population. 
During  the  visit,  113  persons  (56  males  and  57  females)  received  a chest  X-ray  and 
6 persons  were  found  to  require  further  observations. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Hospital,  Laboratory  and  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  district  is  served  mainly  by  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Carmarthen  and 
Cardigan  Hospital,  with  provision  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  at  the  West  Wales 
Isolation  Hospital,  Upper  Tumble,  Nr.  Llanelli.  Cases  of  mental  disease  receive 
treatment  at  St.  David’s  Hospital,  Carmarthen. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen.  Free  treatment  may  be  obtained  at  these  clinics 
under  conditions  of  secrecy  and  confidence.  The  clinics  are  held  as  follows  : — 

Males — First  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Females — First  Friday  of  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 

However,  in  1968,  a re-arrangement  is  to  take  place  and  the  times  of  the  clinics 
will  in  the  future  be  : — 

Males  and  Females — First  and  third  Friday  in  each  month — 2 p.m.  to  6 p.m. 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  Pathological  Department  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital, 
Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  the  resources  of  these  laboratories  are  always  available 
to  medical  practitioners. 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of  sitting  car  cases,  are 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Services  : 

The  area  is  served  by  : 

Five  District  Nurses  in  the  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council  at  Pencader, 
Llanybyther,  Velindre,  Newcastle  Emlyn  and  an  area  relief. 

Child  Health  Clinics  : 

There  are  five  child  health  clinics  in  the  area — Brechfa,  Cwmann,  Llanybyther, 
Pencader  and  Velindre. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  : 

There  are  no  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the  area. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children  : 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted  to  one  of  the 
following  hostels  : Northlands,  Cardiff ; Cwmdonkin  Shelter,  Swansea  ; The  Llan- 
daff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee  Hostel,  Penarth  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home, 
Hereford.  These  arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  and  also  the  St. 
David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951  : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  case  called  for  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Council’s  Surveyor  reports  as  follows  : — 

Water  Supply 

Difficulties  with  the  water  supplies  were  encountered  at  Pentrecourt,  Pencader, 
Banc  Scythlyn  and  at  Cwmanne.  In  order  to  deal  with  these  difficulties  it  was 
essential  that  further  sources  be  immediately  investigated  as  inevitably  additional 
houses  and  completion  of  village  sewerage  schemes  would  further  increase  the  diffi- 
culties considerably. 

The  Council  also  decided  to  approach  the  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  with  regard 
to  the  augmentation  of  the  supplies  at  Cwmann,  Pontwelly  and  Pentrecourt. 

The  only  water  scheme  completed  during  1967  was  a short  extension  at  Alltwalis 
in  the  Parish  of  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth.  This  was  a small  bore  extension  from  the 
existing  elevated  tank  at  Windy  Ridge,  Alltwalis  to  supply  three  properties  not 
previously  connected  to  the  Council’s  supply. 

Extensive  works  have  been  carried  out  at  reservoirs  and  at  certain  treatment 
plants,  entailing  the  renewal  of  the  lime  contact  beds  and  filters  on  the  East  Cil- 
rhedyn  and  Brechfa  schemes.  There  is  still  further  work  necessary  on  various  other 
schemes. 

Further  proposals  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  adequacy  of  the  water  supplies  in 
the  Rural  District  were  considered  and  subject  to  approval  should  be  commenced 
during  1968. 

1.  Ffaldybrenin  Augmentation  Scheme  (Parish  of  Llanycrwys) 

This  supply  will  be  received  from  Llandeilo  R.D.C.  at  Ffarmers  and  will  be 
linked  to  this  Council’s  existing  main  at  Ffaldybrenin  which  has  proved  in- 
adequate during  dry  summers. 

2.  Pantygarn  to  Plain  Scheme  (Parish  of  Cenarth) 

This  extension  is  to  provide  a supply  for  the  first  time  to  certain  dwellings  and 
farms  and  also  to  improve  on  an  existing  small  bore  supply  which  feeds  some 
of  the  properties  in  the  district. 

3.  Relaying  of  Mains  at  Cwmann  (Parish  of  Pencarreg) 

This  scheme  involves  the  laying  of  a new  4"  asbestos  main  to  replace  an  old  cast 
iron  pipeline  which  has  become  severely  corroded  internally. 

4.  Mountain  Cottage  Inn  Supply  Scheme  (Parish  of  Llanycrwys) 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  a water  supply  for  the  first  time  to  dwellings  and  farms 
in  this  district. 

5.  Elevated  Tank,  Scythlyn,  Pencader  (Parish  of  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth) 

It  is  proposed  that  the  3,000  gallon  elevated  water  supply  storage  tank  be 
renewed  ; the  existing  tank  having  become  extremely  corroded  and  leaking. 

6.  Ddolwen  Augmentation  Scheme  (Parish  of  Cenarth) 

This  scheme  is  proposed  in  order  to  augment  supplies  to  the  Upper  Penboyr- 
East  Cilrhedyn  Scheme  completed  in  1966. 

The  following  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  : 
Private  Supplies — 5 Satisfactory  ; 7 Unsatisfactory 
Public  Supplies — 19  Satisfactory  ; 9 Unsatisfactory 
42  new  water  tappings  were  made  during  the  year. 

9 new  sewer  tappings  were  made. 

40  cesspools  were  emptied  for  which  the  Council  levy  a charge  of  £3|0|0  for  a 
private  cesspool  of  normal  capacity. 

Considerable  repair  works  have  been  carried  out  on  Public  Conveniences  within 
the  district,  following  vandalism. 
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The  Council’s  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows  : — 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Sewerage  schemes  are  available  at  Cwmann,  Llanybyther,  Greenfield,  Pencader, 
Llandyssul,  Pentrecourt  and  Drefach. 

Cwmann,  Llanybyther  and  Llandyssul  are  joint  schemes  with  Lampeter  Urban 
District  Council,  Aberayron  Rural  District  Council  and  Teifiside  Rural  District 
Council  respectively. 


Improvement  Grants 

Twenty  seven  applications  for  discretionary  grants  were  approved  during  the 
year.  The  average  grant  per  property  being  in  the  region  of  £387. 

Payments  of  grant  were  made  on  34  properties  which  had  been  brought  up  to 
the  twelve  point  standard,  the  total  cost  being  £12,677. 

Nineteen  applications,  totalling  £3,949,  for  standard  grants  were  approved  for  the 
installation  and  addition  of  bathrooms,  etc. 

Payments  totalling  £3,623  were  made  on  seventeen  properties  where  standard 
grants  had  been  approved. 


Rent  Act,  1967 
Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  during  the  year. 


Refuse  Collection 

Weekly  collections  are  made  in  all  main  villages.  Fortnightly  collections  are  made 
in  the  outlying  areas.  Refuse  from  the  Urban  District  Area  of  Newcastle  Emlyn  is 
also  collected  by  this  Authority.  The  Council  have  resolved  to  obtain  an  ‘ Eagle 
Compressmore  ’ vehicle  to  replace  the  Commer  Karrier  side  loader,  which  is  rapidly 
becoming  unable  to  cope  with  the  task  of  collecting  the  whole  of  the  refuse  on  its 
allotted  round. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Since  erecting  the  chain  link  fencing,  etc.  around  the  dump,  a great  deal  of  in- 
convenience has  been  caused  by  local  people  who  cart  rubbish  and  dump  it  near  the 
gates.  In  the  past  they  were  able  to  gain  access  to  the  dump  for  this  purpose.  As 
the  lock  on  the  gates  has  been  forced  on  several  occasions  it  was  decided  to  keep 
the  gates  closed  but  not  locked  so  as  to  alleviate  the  problem.

Since  the  new  Public  Health  Inspector  commenced  duties,  inspections  of  premises 
coming  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  have  proceeded  and  the  number  of 
premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  17.  Where  contraventions  were  dis- 
covered the  proprietors  were  written  to  requesting  them  to  bring  their  premises  up 
to  the  required  standard.  The  contraventions  were  of  a minor  nature,  e.g.  lack  of 
notices,  thermometers,  etc.  Two  premises  required  proper  water  closet  facilities 
and  these  were  eventually  implemented. 

Rodent  Control 

A specialist  rodent  operator  is  not  employed  by  the  Authority  ; the  work  being 
done  by  a member  of  the  Housing  Repair  staff  on  a part-time  basis. 

Slaughterhouse  facilities  and  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  is  situated  in  the  village 
of  Llanybyther.  Meat  inspection  is  undertaken  daily  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 
It  is  often  difficult  to  allocate  sufficient  time  within  normal  working  hours  to  this 
work  but  nevertheless  all  carcases  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  are  inspected.
